REPORT. 


OFFICE OF THE GOVERNMENT STATIST, 
. Melbourne, 25th September 1879. 
Srr, 

I have the honor to forward herewith the Australasian Statistics for the year 
1878. 

2. The tables are, as usual, preceded by a summary showing the main features 
of the statistics of each colony during a series of years. As the present is the sixth 
occasion of the issue of the Australasian Statistics, this summary now embraces a 
sexennial period. 


3. For the first time, an abstract of the Statistics of Fiji has been received 
from that colony, and is published as an Appendix after the usual tables. It gives 
information for the year 1878, which is the same period as that to which the figures 
respecting the other colonies relate. 

4. An additional column has this year been given in Table V.—-“ Public Debt,” 
showing the number of times the general revenue of each colony is contained in its 
debt. In other respects, the tables are in the same form as in previous years. 


5. I beg to point out that the Australasian Statistics are each year published 
at a much later date than would be necessary if all the neighboring colonies would 
take the trouble to forward the simple return they are in the habit of furnishing for 
embodiment therein by the 3oth June as requested. Each year one or more of the 
colonies is behindhand, and the publication is thus unavoidably delayed. The tables 
are extensively used and quoted in all the colonies, and in more than one of them, 
the work is by order of the Government reprinted in its entirety. There is therefore 
the more reason that an effort should be made on the part of each colony to supply the 
required information at a reasonably early date. 


6. The necessary particulars respecting Victoria are always ready by the 
30th June ; therefore no delay would ever occur so far as this colony is concerned. 


7. The returns were received from the other colonies at the following dates :—

8. The information now published will be found no less interesting than that 
given in previous issues of the Australasian Statistics. The figures for 1877,

published last year, have been extensively quoted and commented upon in the 
Victorian Year-Book for 1878-9, the preparation of which is now nearly completed. 


The present returns will in like manner be dealt with in the issue of the same work 
for 1879-80. 


g- In view of the general census which I believe I am right in assuming will 
be taken throughout the Australasian colonies, as wel! as in the United Kingdom, at 
or near the end of the first quarter of 1881, this seems a favorable opportunity to 
express my opinion that it is in the highest degree desirable that a conference of 
representatives of the different colonies should meet in one of the colonial capitals 
soon after the beginning of next year for the purpose of arranging for the tabulation 
of the census results upon a uniform system. 


10. At present each colony compiles the information embodied in the census 
schedules after its own form, and in no instance, with the exception of that of Victoria 
and New Zealand, does the form adopted in one colony agree even approximately with 
that of another. Comparisons calculated to show the progress or position of one 
colony as contrasted with that of another, in regard to the varied subjects respecting 
which the census supplies information, are thus rendered impossible, and one of the 
most important objects for which a census is taken is in consequence defeated. 


11. Still less, except in the case of the two colonies alluded to,* do the census 
tables of the Australasian colonies accord with those of the United Kingdom ; con- 
sequently the points on which the respective colonies agree with or differ from the 
mother country cannot in the majority of instances be ascertained. 


12. A census being taken only once in ten years, and being, moreover, a costly 
and difficult undertaking, straining to the utmost the energies of all those engaged in 
carrying it into effect, it is important that no circumstance likely to interfere with 
its usefulness should be disregarded. Such a circumstance, in respect to the com- 
pilation of the returns, is absence of uniformity between different countries, especially 
such as are so intimately connected as are the Australasian colonies with one another 
and with the United Kingdom. It would, I submit, be most unwise to ignore the 
advantages to be gained by a mutual agreement in this particular such as could easily 
be arrived at by a conference of the nature I recommend. 


13. It is not for me to suggest in which colony such a conference should be 
held. Of previous statistical conferences of the Australasian colonies, the first took 
place in Melbourne and the second in Hobart Town. If it should be determined to 
hold a third at the beginning of 1880, higher authority will no doubt find little 
difficulty in fixing upon the most fitting locality.
